necessary to lift practically half th? 
floor. 
The stove pip*- from the still 
led into the stove upstair-^

smoke passed out Into the chimney 
in tho regular way. 
Three shotguns and a rill*' consti­ 
tuted the arsenal in a conter of the 
cabin. 
A dwelling house is located
